THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 


The conference of free silver Democrats 
in Washington accomplished all that was 
expected of it. It was not intended to 
be a mass meeting, but a conference of 
the headers in the several States held for 
the purpose of voicing their protest 
against the betrayal of the party and of 
devising ways and means to keep the 
organization true to its principles.

WARNING TO THE TURE. 

The first echo of Mr. Gladstone’s recent 
Speech on the Armenian question is to be 
found in the speech of Premier Salisbury 
at the opening of Parliament yesterday. 
This portion of his speech was full of 
Significance and warning. It was far 
more frank and explicit than ministerial 
Speeches usually are, especially when 
they deal with foreign affairs. 

In language which cannot be mistaken 
the Ottoman Porte is warned that the 
permanence of the Sultan’s rule is in- 
volved in the conduct he pursues,“ and 
that if the cries of misery coming from 
Armenia are ignored, “Europe will be- 
come weary of appeals, and the fictitious 
strength which the Powers have given 
the Empire will fail it.“ He concludes 
with the statement that the Sultan will 
make a calamitous mistake if he refuses 
to accept the advice of the European 
powers” regarding reforms in Armenia. 

Words cannot go farther than this. 
Coming from the premier of a new gov- 
ernment which has just come into power 
with an overwhelming majority behind 
it, they can only-mean that the demand 
for justice to Armenia will be backed up 
if necessary by a British fleet in the 
Bosphorus. They are words of a kind 
that have been u too seldom in deal- 
ing with the chpofiic Hastern Question. 
The Sultan knows now that he must yield 
‘Or fight. And he knows that Lord Salis- 
bury does not exaggerate when he says 
that.a fight would mean thé end of Turk- 
ish rule in Europe. 


THE LAW VINDICATED. 


Dabney Marschall, Harry Coleman and 
R. T. Cox, the three men who killed R. T. 
Dinkins at Brandon, Miss., a few days 
ago, pleaded guilty to a charge of murder 
and were sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life. 

The people of Mississippi are to be con- 
gratulated on the conclusion of this case. 
It will do much to enhance the dignity 
and authority of the law and to render 
human life sacred in their State. 

The three men who have thus promptly 
suffered the penalty of their crime are of 
the class usually described in the South- 
ern news dispatches as leading citi- 
zens” and “belonging to the first fam- 
ilies.” Marshall was a candidate for the 
State Senate. All were prominent and 
could command money and powerful in- 
fluence. 
In the ordi y course of such cases it 
was to be expected that the influence of 
these men, their families and friends 
would tell on the prosecution; that it 
would prevent their indictment, or, if in- 
dicted, would delay and perhaps defeat 
their conviction. It was to be expected 
that it would greatly mitigate their pun- 
ishment. max 

But none of these expected results hap- 
pened. The indictment and arraignment 
were so swift and the preparations for 
prosecution so vigorous that the guilty 
men hastened to accept a life sentence 
under a plea of guilty. The event has 
strengthened the safeguards around hu- 
man life in Mississippi. 


PROSE THE CONTRACT SCANDAL. 


Attacking the motive of the members 
of the Houke of Delegates who are inves- 
tigating the terworks contracts will 
not impair the value of the facts brought 
to Mght nor offer valid ground for the 
avoidance of the duty that may arise in 
view of the facts.
